THE WOESOF 


A STALLION. 


Bonnie Russell, Los Angeles 
Trotter, Oft ‘‘Arrested.” 


Horse is Central Figure in Story 
of a Ruined Home. 

Disgrace, Divorce, Deb's, Second 


Divorce, Stolen Stallion and © 
the Law Invoked. | 


“Word comes from New York that 
Bonnie Russell, the Los Angeles racing 
stallion, has again come into ecourt, 
this time through a repievin suit 
brought by Daniel O'Dell, broker, 
banker and millionaire horse fancier, 
of No. 71 Broadway, New York. 

This latest news of Bonnie Russell 
calls up a story of high living, unpaid 
debts, a ruined home, a divorce, a 
marriage, another divorce, the spirit- 
ing of a $10,000 horse from his stall at 
Agricultural Park, the return of the 
animal, his secret removal to the 
East, fresh actions at law, etc.—a 
story that stretches from Los Angeles 
to Gotham and has never been told in 
print. Here it Is: . 

To begin with, a gentleman and his 
wife, who—because the man still lives 
in Los Angeles, occupies a responsible 
position and enjoys the respect and 
confidence of the public—shall be 
called Mr. and Mrs. Wilmington, lived 
in their comfortably-appointed home 
within a stone's throw of the Iinter- 


allegation that placed him quite be- 
yond the pale—an allegation too im- 
possible for print.) 

«Mrs. Howard retained James Bur- 
dett to secure her divorce. She al- 
leged. extreme cruelty and was given 
her decree, Howard defaulting in 
preference to en attempt to refute 
her charger.

Soon after the granting of the dil- 
vorce;, and before any property settle- 
ment had been arranged, Mrs. How- 
ard caused Bonnie Russell to be spir- 
ited out of his stall at Agricultural 
Park at dusk on the evening of De- 
cember 3, 1902. Whoever took the 
horse brought a halter along, for the 
stallion’s “clothes” were found in the 
empty stall next morning. . 

For a month and a day Trainer 8. 
E. Kent, in whose care Bonnie Rus- 
sell had been at the park, heard noth- 
ing of the kidnaped stallion. Then, 
December 23, Prof. H. E. Storrs, act- 
ing as agent for Mrs. Eliza Howard, 
replevined the racer, and a month 
later the action was dismissed at 
plaintiff's request, for some reason 
best known to Storrs. Meantime, on 
January 4, Attorney Bordwell, who 
had been retained by Mrs. Howard, 
had driven Bonnie Russell back to 
Agricultural Park and turn 
over to Trainer Kent, Next day a 
stout chain and padlock were added 
to the exterior furnishings of the 
stallion’s stall. 

“ NO REST FOR BONNIE. 

There the $10,000 trotter remained 
until May 3, .when Kent, as an em- 
* Ployé of Mrs. Howard, instead of as 
‘an agent of “the opposition,” set off 
with Bonnie Russell on a trip halt 
way across the continent. Apparently 
there was no rest for or Bonnie. 
He was placed in a specja! car loaded 
with horses for Arm's breeding ranch 


and

was to catch a severe cold, the very 
night of the start, and he's been off 
his feed ever since. He had done his

oughfares lived W. W. Howard, a man 
now beyond middle age and always of 
expensive tastes and a penchant for 
getting into trouble with his cred- 
itors, of whom there are understood 
to be $15,000 or $20,000 worth In this 
city and else. here. 

Howerd was a widower. He and 
Mre. Wilmington formed an acquaint- 
ance which rapidly developed into 
something more. The state of affairs 
came to Wilmington'’s ears, and a vio- 
lent scene ensued tween the husband 
and wife. Soon afterward she filed a 
suit for divorce, in which she charged 
that her husband had struck her. 
Cruelty was the ground on which she 
asked for a legal separation. 

She had a voice, and the stage lured 
her. It was understod that Howard 
was to supply her with money to in- 

her theatrical ambition. 

Well, the divorce case came on for 
trial, and Wilmington, rather than 
open his sore to the public probe, de- 
faulted, and the decree was granted. 
He is said to have given her prac- 
tically all the modest riches he pos- 
sessed—all the community property, 
including the home that stood not 
more than a block from the home of 
the man Howard, whose entrance upon 
the family scene had been followed by 
such melancholy results. 

ENTER BONNIE RUSSELL 

April 1, 1897, Howard and Mrs. 
Wilmington were married. Of course 
it was not long until the woman 4is- 
covered that she had exchanged a 
good husband whom she had ceased to 
love for a @fferent sort of husband 
who did not love her. There's an old 
saying, “Abuse a woman. and she'll go 
through fire for you.” Unfortunately, 
that is not always as false as it is in- 
famous. But skip five years and one 
dismissed divorce suit, and in May or 
June of 1992 you find Mr. and Mrs. 
W. W. Howard removing to a small 
orange ranch at Alhambra, bought by 
him, where they again took up their 
wedded life. Howard made a pretense 
at raising chickens, but did not suc- 
ceed in raising money with which to 
pay his debts, which by this time were 
becoming formidable. 

Howard had been previously con- 
nected in a business capacity with the 
Bixby brothers and with the Loma 
Vista Ranch Company... On the Bixby 
ranch, not far from here, was Bonnie 
Russell, a promising two-year-old, son 
of the great Conifer, dam Bonnie Elia, 
took a fancy to the 
handsome stallion, and—accoraing io 
the wife's story—Mrs. Howard bought 
it, for $159, out of money realized from 
the sale of the property which had 
been given her by her former husband, 
and which therefore was hete individ.

of 90,000 shares of stock, known as dis- 
senting owners for the reason. that 
they have never signed the transfer 
papers, stand ready to make any ar- 
rangementa that seem more advan- 
tageous than the present one. 

The Kern Oil is producing between 
3000 and 4000 barrels of oj! a day, or 
about 100,000 barrels a month. The 
Southern Pacific is in the market for 
oil, and it has shown a disposition to 
acquire property wherever it can be 
had. Some months since it is known 
that overtures were made for the pur- 
chase of the company’s interests, but 
nothing was accomplished. It is said 
that the raliroad is still as willing to 
buy as ever, and it is certain that a 
large minority of the stockholders are 
willing to sell.

Canfield and H. P. Bender. It may be 
said that whatever the outcome may 
ae, the mooted sale will be discussed 
at the annual meeting on Monday.

UNITED STATES LEADS. 


RUSSIA'S PRODUCTION BEATEN. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 
WASHINGTON (D. C.) Oct. 38.—{Ex- 

clusive Dispatch.] For four years prior 

to 1902 Russia exceeded the United 

States in the production of petroleum, 

but last year this country increased 

its output to such an extent that Rus- 

sia dropped to second place. F. H. 

Oliphant has prepared a report for the 

Geological Survey showing the produc- 

tion of petroleum for all countries of 

the world in 1902. The increase in the 
world’s production last year amounted 
to nearly 7 per cent., as compared with 

1901, and to almost 20 per cent., as com- 

pared with 1900. 

The most conspicuous items in the 
list are the increase in the production 
of the United States and the decrease 
in the production of Russia, the result 
being that the output of these two 
countries reached nearly the same fig- 
ures in 1901. In 1902 the United States 
and Russia produced 91.08 per cent. of 
the total output, as compared with 
93.22 per cent in 1991, and with 94.11 
per cent. in 1900. Of the remaining 
8.92 per cent. produced by all other 
ay Sumatra, Java, Borneo, Gal- 
icia and Roumania furnished only 4.66 
in 
1902, leaving 2.10 per cent. of the total 
as the output of other producing coun- 
tries. 

From 1898 to 1901 the production in 
Russia exceeded that in the United 
States, but in 1902, by its gain of 11,- 
505,396 barrels, and by the decrease of 
4,623,511 barrels in Russia, as compared 
with 1991, the United States more than 
made up its deficiency, and exceeded 
Russia's production for the first time 
in five years by 254,545 barrels. 

Although in the production of crude 
petroleum the United States and Rus- 
gin so closely divided the 91.08 per 
eent. of the entire production of the 
world in 1902, yet when the quality of 
crude petroleum is considered, the par- 
allel ia by no means continued, since 
more than double the quantity of the 
higher grades of refined oll was ob- 
tained from the crude petroleum pro- 
duced in the United States,

COMMISSION ON COMPENSATION. 

The special commission appointed to 
draft a bill for the consolidation of 
city and county offices met last night 
in the Council chamber at the City 
Hall to discuss the amount of money 
that should be paid to the county by 
the several] cities desiring to avail 
themselves of the provisions of the act. 
Commissioners John D. Works, H. G. 
Hubbard. Walter Haas, Frank Finlay- 
son and D. J. Holt were present. Those 
absent were E. W. Camp, Robert 5S. 
Fisher, H. W. Frank, F. W. Houser 
and Tom C. Thornton. 

At the request of the commissioners, 
Herbert G. Dow, County Auditor; W. 
©. Welch, County Tax Collector, and 
Walter Mallard, Deputy County As- 
sessor, were present to give their viewr 
on the proper amount of compensation 
that should be allowed their several 
offices ‘for the extra labor entailed by 
doing the city work. The estimates 
were general, but the commissioners 
were surprised at the slight extra cost. 

On motion of Finlayson, it was de- 
cided to refer the bill back to the Com- 
mittee on Legisiation, with inatructions 
to strike out that portion providing 
for the preparation by the county of a 
transcript of the assessment roll for 
the, city; to provide that but one as- 

ment should be entered instead of 


two, and to provide lump sums to be 
puid by the cities availing themselv 
of the act, according to their classifi- 


cation, 

Chairman Works gave utterance to 
some very pointed remarks regarding | 
the absence of certain members who 
have only appeared two or three times 
uuring the life of the commission. He 
said they should eitner attend the ses- 
sions or make way for someone else. 


LAND TRANSFER. 
TO WATER COMMISSION. 

The Land Committee of the Council, 
the City Engineer and the City Attor- 
ney are now e in preparing a 
deed by which all city property ap- 
purtenant to the water department wi!) 
be conveyed to the Water Commission 
to be held in trust. This change was 
contemplated by the amendment to the 
charter relating to the water depart- 
ment, but the work of preparing the 
deed and conveying all the property 
proved so extensive that the convey- 
ance hag been delayed. 

Under the charter provision the Water 
Commission can lease for agricultural 
purposes water-bearing lands for a 
term of three years, provided that the 
use of the property for the purpose 
contemplated by the deed is not im- 
paired. The commission is. not vested 
with the same power to sell that is 
given te the Board of Education, but 
can only do so subject to an ordinance 
by the Council. 

The deed covers all water-bearing 
lands, pipe lines, ganja systems, lots, 
houses, horses, harness, tools, etc., 
used by the water department. Prop- 
erty valued at several million dollars 
will be conveyed by this deed to the 
Water Commission. 


More Playground. 

The Land Committee of the Council: 
has decided that it is not: feasible to 
deed to the Board of Education any 
oo of the old city cemetery ad- 
Oining the High hool grounds. 
There is very little room for the boys 
and girls at the High Schoo! to exer- 
cise during the recess and noon hours, 
and Principa! Housh is very anxious to 
secure more ground. A section of the 
old cemetery next to the High School 
lot is free from graves, and it is prob- 
able that tacit permission will be 
given the school authorities to fence 
off enough space for a hand-ba!l! court 
and a smal] baseball ground for the 
use of the children who are suffering 
for want of room and exercise. 


First-street Paving. 


The differences between the property 
owners on First street between Main 
and Los Aneeles strets and the rail- 
Way companies have been adjusted 
and the street has at last been paved. 
The tracks along that block are not in 
the center of the street. and when the 
third-rail franchise was granted the 
railway officials agreed to put the 
tracks where they properly belong. Af- 
ter the third rail was laid the com- 
pany ref to move the tracks and 
allowed the street surface to remain 
torn up so that the property own- 
ers were very glad to waive their ob- 
jection for the time being in order to 
secure the paving of the street.

Large Converters Taking Place of 
Sfhail Ones at Arizona Plant—Other 


Progress in Territory. 

Seven-ton converters are wan the 
place of the old five-ton converters at 
the works of the Arizona Copper Com- 
pany at Clifton. The ca ty of the 
works is gradually being increased, 
largely through the better concentra- 
won of the low-grade ores. At the 
present time the production runs from 
Siaiy-five to sevculy tons a day of w 
per vent. copper. 

The Deiroit company at ee is 
preparing to deuble the size of its great 
concentruting pliant at the West Yan- 
kee hwisi, with the expectation of 
nandling litth save concentrated ores 
in iis immense Dew smelter. It is in- 
tended as well to entirely displace 
sleum at the works, using gas engines 
instead for motive power. it is esti- 
mated that fully 30 per cent. of saving 
in cost is made with the gas engines 
now in operation. Both the Detrol 
and Arizona Copper companics are lun- 
porting immense Crossicy gus engines, 
rated as high as 350 horse power each. 
Gus of two kinds is manufact@red at a 
special plant near the West 
to be mixed and transmitted in grea: 
pipes wherever needed. 


The Shannon company neat Clifton 


is reported to be producing about six- 
teen tons of black copper daily, the 
furnaces handling 200 tons of high- 
grade ore a day, plus the concentrates 
from 242 tons of low-grade ore. The 
monthly production of copper runs 
about 1,000,000 pounds, sold in New 
York at the ruling price for electro- 
lytic copper. The net monthly earnings 
of the new company are about $50,000. 


Leading Japs Urge War. 

It is r@ported that Admiral! Inouye 
and Vice-Admirals Hidaka and Shi- 
bayama strongly advocate the im- 
mediate deciaration of war with Rus- 
sia. These officers are confident that 
the first naval engagement will de- 
stroy the Rusefan fleet and secure the 
command of the seas for Japan. If 
the army succeeds in capturing Viadi- 
vostok, Port Arthur and Dainy it 
would be tmpossible for Russia to do 
anything in Manchuria. The three ad- 
mirals are said to be doing their best 
to influence the Staf!’ Department to 
do all possible to bring about a war. 

Viscount Watanabe, ex-Finance 
Minister, remarks that it is ridiculous 
to fear war because Japan is poor. 


Japan may be poor; but she is rich. 


enough to go to war. It would be 
foolish to consider the possibility of 
Japan being taken by a foreign power; 
nevertheless Japan must do all in her 
power to increase the wealth of the 
nation. Mony is wanted to advance 
the interests of the country, and this 
is no time to hoard up money that the 
country may possess. Let te govern- 
ment have no scruples on that point 
for the money will be no use to Japan 
should she fal] under the influence of 
some other nation. The time has ar- 
Tived when Japan should take decisive 
action and impress upon Russia her 
determination to submit no longer. 
Baron Kanako, ex-Minister of Agri- 
culture and Commerce. strikes a wWarn- 
ing note when he says that Japan 
may possibly come out successful from 
a war with Rugesia, but what is she 
going to do afterwards? Until the 
nation is decided upon the course to be 
adopted it is ahpurd to enter into 
any such struggle as that with Russia 
would involve.
